IN RHODE ISLAND 


ON SENATOBSHiP 


LEAVES FOR OHIO THIS WEEK 


Providence, R. I., April 23.—After 13 


weeks of deadlock, during which time 
56 ballots were cast for United States 
senator to succeed George P. Wet- 
more, the Republican state central 
committee voted 9 to 4 in favor of 
Colonel Samuel P. Colt of Bristol and 
urged that all Republican members of 
the general assembly cast their votes 
for the man who, throughout the dead- 
lock.^ polled the majority of the party 
votes. While the action of the state 
central committee f is not binding on 
the members of the general assembly, 
it is believed that the end of the dead- 
lock will come Tuesday and that Col- 
onel Colt will be elected.

Washington, April 23.—Secretary of 


War Taft and party arrived here on 
board the Mayflower, after an absence 
of exactly a month on a trip that in- 
cluded Panama, €uba and Porto Rico. 
The secretary and Mrs. Taft were im- 
mediately driven to their residence. 
Beekman Winthrop, former governor 
of Porto Rico, and Mrs. Winthrop 
were guests of the secretary on the 
return trip. The others in the party 
included Representatives Burton Of 
Ohio and DeArmond qt Missouri. 


Secretary Taft gave'out a statement 


in which he says he found matters in 
Cuba "in what, under the circum- 
stances, must be considered a very 
satisfactory condition;" that there is 
every ground for hope that the plan 
adopted for a census, preliminary elec- 
tion and then a general election six 
months later, will result in the selec- 
tion of a president and congress who 
will be able to maintain themselves 
and give stable rule to the island; and 
that the delay in taking a census is 
taken by the Cubans as an earnest of 
the .American government's desire to 
secure a stable government before it 
leaves, "so there shall be no excuse 
for a second intervention." 
He says 


that next Friday he will go to Cincin- 
nati to attend a Yale club meeting, 
will then address the Dayton (O.) Y. 
M. C., A., and on Monday night will 
discuss the Panama canal before the 
Cincinnati Business Men's club. 


Mr. Taft says that in Panama the 


engineers reported to him that the 
foundations for the sites of the locks 
were entirely satisfactory, and he dis- 
cussed administrative matters he took 
up in Panama. In Porto Rico condi- 
tions were found satisfactory. 


,Vinage Fire-Swept. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., April 23.— 


Kent City, 15 miles north of Grand 
Rapids, with a population of 300 peo- 
ple, was swept by fire, a large part of 
the village being completely destroy- 
ed. Between 30 and 35 buildings were 
burned. The loss is estimated at 
about $50,000. 


Don't Want Roosevelt. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 23.—Mr. Blue- 


stone of Allegheny county offered a 
resolution in the house asking Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to be a candidate for 
a second elective term as president.

ant to the pastor of the Third Preaby- 
l°rian church, of which I and my fam- 
ily are members. After her husbanft 
had resigned from that position they 
both engaged in teaching in a semi- 
nary In the central part of Pennsylva- 
nia. 


"Later I heard that the wife had 


become an invalid, suffering from nerv- 
ous prostration, with a tinge of mel- 
ancholia. Then I heard that 
band had received a call from a 
church in Kentucky. 


"I invited the invalid wife to Tttit 


me at Lyndhurst while preparations 
for leaving tfre old home and settling • 
in the new were under way, believing 
that the change of scene, rest, medical 
care and careful nursing would be 
beneficial. I returned from an after- 
noon reception one day and, not find- 
ing her in the library, sent a maid to 
her room, who reported that the door 
of the bath room was locked and she 
could get no answer. This alarmed 
all of us. 


"I ordered the gardener to enter 


by a window, when the startling dis- 
covery was made that the poor woman, 
had ended her life in the manner de- 
scribed in the highly colored account 
given in one Pittsburg and some of 
the eastern newspapers. The family 
physician was immediately sent for. 
The husband was telegraphed to. The 
pastor of the Third church and his 
wife came also, and he very kindly of- 
fered to accompany the remains to 
Kentucky and conduct the funeral ser- 
vices.

and tigers. Eight pounds apiece of raw 
horseilesh, with" plenty of bone and 
gristle, is their ration, year in and 
year out.

Beetles have other defenses than 


their cuirass, such as nauseous or caus- 
tic liquids, which they expel on provo- 
cation, and, strange to say, certain bee- 
tles actually exude their blood, charged 
with noxious products.

is confined to the chrysornelidae, some 
of the timarchae and adamonia, the 
coccinelidae and the meloidae. 
The 


blood of the coccinelidae has a strong, 
disagreeable odor like that of the whole 
insect That of the timarchae is odor- 
less, but has an astringent flavor, and 
-1n the case of the Timnrchae primeli- 
odps is venomous. The blood of the 
meloidae contains much cantharidine.

Forty Thousand Men Have Received 


This Sum In Wage!—Many Homes 
Have Been Constructed by Owners 
With Their Own Hands. 


One year after the earthquake and 


fire which •wiped out all tte business 
section of San Francisco and at least 
hell of the residence portion the trans- 
formation from acres of gaunt skele- 
tons of ruined buildings and heaps of 
brick to the beginnings of a well or- 
deied city is little short of marvelous 
writes a San Francisco corresponden 
of the New York Tribune. All the sky 
feirapers are restored or in process of 
re-'toiation, so that they present few 
tiaces of the whirlwind of flame 
through which they have passed, anc 
scores of substantial buildings of brick 
and stone have arisen on the main 
business streets to maik the confidence 
of pioperty owners in the future of a 
greater San Francisco than the one 
that Mas swept by fire. 


In the residence sections of North 


Beach and the Mission the reconstruc 
tion has been nothing ^hort of inaivel 
ous. Ileie the file oidinances perm! 
the election of wooden buildings, auc 
T\hole blocks ha\e been lebuilt in fai 
better st;. le tli^n before the disaster 
One feature of the rebuilding at North 
Beach has been the large amount o: 
^\oik dune by the owners with their 
own hands. 


This section is largely Italian and 


Spanish, and these Latin races h 
shown a hue disregard of the exac 
tions of the labor unions. With ear 
peuteis demanding §0 a day and "brick 
laj ers !?S a day, these people have sud 
deuly discovered that building is not a 
black art. 
They have laid their own 


brick walls, and they have handled the 
saw and plane as though they had ac 
tualiy learned the ancient trade of the 
carpenter. Many of these homes actu 
ally ha\e been constructed at evening 
and etirly morning in the owners 
hours of leisure and on Sundays and 
Saturday 
half holidays. 
Many of 


these men have not only built the 
woodwork of their homes, but they 
have shingled the roofs, plastered the 
walls and painted their new homes 
Any Sunday the observer at North 
Beach and the fringe of Telegraph 
Hill may se,e hundreds of swarthy men 
completing the homes which would 
never have been theirs had they wait- 
ed to hire workmen at the present ex- 
cessive cost of labor. 


The work of reconstruction, especial- 


ly in the business district, meant the 
repair of streets and sidewalks, the in 
stallation of electric light, gas and 
power, the rehabilitation of the sky- 
scrapers which were merely gutted 
and the clearing away of bricks and 
twisted steel and the rebuilding of 
class B and class C structures. The; 
extent of this task can be appreciated 
only by one who has actually taken 
part in such work. And it was made 
more difficult in San Francisco by the 
distance from the east, which supplies 
structural steel, terra cotta and many 
other kinds of building material. Or- 
ders for materials had to be in three 
or four months before they could be 
filled, and then there was another long 
•wait before the railroads could deliver 
them. 


It is estimated that 40,000 men have 


been engaged in this work of rebuild- 
ing San Francisco, none of whom re- 
ceived less than $2 a day for their la- 
bor. 
Bricklayers received $8 a day, 


carpenters $5 to $0, plumbers $6, lath- 
ers $6, painters $5, and even the un- 
skilled men who have removed debris 
and cleaned bricks have received §2 a 
day. A careful estimate gives $30,000,- 
000 spent for labor in eleven months 
of rebuilding, for during the first 
months after the fire very little real 
work was done aside from building 
shacks for refugees and putting up onp 
story temporary stores in the burned 
district. The same estimate gives §35, 
000,000 spent for materials during this 
period and $10,000,000 spent by mer- 
chants in restoring their stocks of 
goods. 


Ot the thirty-five class A buildings 


which were left gutted after the fire 
all hav_e been repaired or are in proc- 
ess of repair. Only one—the Kohl, or 
old Alvinza Hayward building, at the 
northeast corner of Montgomery and 
California streets—was practically un- 
injured by the fire. This was due to 
the metal window sills and the fact 
that the building was surrounded by 
very low buildings. Of the others sev- 
eral are near completion, like the Mer- 
chants' Exchange building, while oth- 
ers, like the Flood building and the 
new Chronicle and the Mutual Savings 
bank buildings, are now occupied and 
practically completed. 


The work of reconstruction of these 
lass A buildinss has been very heavy, 


as most of the exterior stone had to be 
replaced. 
On the St. Francis hotel 


about one-third of the stone facinsr 
was removed and about an 
efjual 


amount of the Shreve building. The 
outer walls of the Merchant*!'1 Ex- 
change building were practically re- 
built, and tho same process will be 
necessary with the Mills buildmsr. It 
is a curious fact that granite suffered 
more than anv other sttme from the 
heat 
Tho fine granite Corinthian pil- 


lars on the Hibernia bank, the most 
beautiful in the city, were scaled off 
by the heat and practically ruined. 
All the granite curbings of the side- 
walks were chipped off by the heat. 


Before the fire San Francisco had 


more hotels nnd lodging houses to the 
population than any city of its size la 


fu> country. After tlie dire many apart- 
Bent bouses beyond the fire line were 
converted into hotels, bat Inside the 
burned uismet at least a score of ho- 
tels are rapidly approaching comple- 
tion, while three apartment hotels have 
been opened. The new hotel district 
promises to be between Van Ness and 
Powell streets and Post and Market 
streets. In this district, which was 
formerly given up largely to apart- 
ment houses and private residences, 
many large hotels have been begun, 
and half a dozen are nearing comple- 
tion, none containing less than 150 
rooms. The new Palace hotel will be 
an enormous structure on the site of 
the old hotel, but it will require two 
years to complete it. There are prob- 
ably more restaurants in the city now 
•than before the fire, as the great num- 
ber of men employed in rebuilding 
must be fed and lodged near the scene 
of their labors. 


The tendency of business is to seek 
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fire. The real estate and banking 
houses have gone back to their old 
sites, and this has carried all allied 
business to Montgomery and Sansome 
streets. 
Kearney street promises to 


become one of the great retail streets, 
as it v*as before the fire, but Post 
street and Grant avenue will be im- 
proved. All the streets running from 
Market up to Van Ness south of Sut- 
ter street will be devoted entirely to 
business and hotels and apartment 
houses, as under the fire regulations it 
will be impossible to build in this dis- 
trict in wood. The old Nob Hill dis- 
trict promises to be rebuilt largely with 
apartment houses and hotels. 


Chinatown, which it was suggested 


before the fire should be removed to 
the Potrero. is back in its location, the 
Chinese merchants surpassing their 
white rivals in the energy with which 
they have restored 
their business 


places. 


To sum up, It may be said that by 


another anniversary of tlie disaster 
more than half of the burned district 
will be covered with permanent build- 
ings, and five years will see it com- 
pletely restored. Portions of the resi- 
dence district will be rehabilitated 
more slowly unless the fire ordinances 
are relaxed, for it w'll be impossible to 
get returns from brick buildings for* 
residences on such streets as Powell, 
Mason, Taylor, Jones and Leavenworth 
from Bush to Sutter. 


The main feature of building is the 


large use of re-enfoiced concrete, which 
before the fire was barred by the labor 
unions. The latter attempted to pre- 
vent the use of conciete after the fire, 
but they found that public sentiment 
was against them. 


CORNELL MUCH ALIVE. 


Dr. Mitchell of London Says It Fits 


Men Better Than Oxford. 


The ordinary man turned out at Cor- 


nell is much better fitted to face the 
world than the average graduate from 
Oxford, and the elaboration of organi- 
zation at Cornell far surpasses that at 
the English university, according to 
Dr. P. Chalmers Mitchell, secretary of 
the Hoyal Zoological Society of Lon- 
don, in a recent talk to Cornell stu- 
dents. But he thinks the honor man at 
Oxford is the best equipped man in the 
world, says a special dispatch from 
Ithaca, N. Y., to the New York World. 


He said the view at Cornell was the 


most beautiful he had ever seen. Cor- 
nell was so ''tremendously comforta- 
ble," while at Oxford they were so in- 
convenienced, he added. 
The old 


buildings at Oxford do not even boast 
of a bathtub. He found Cornell very 
much alive and unlike Oxford. It had 
110 traditions. 


Dr. Mitchell said that American edu- 


cation threw men upon their own re- 
sources, while at Oxford a man can be 
too much dry nursed, his work being 
done by his tutors.

N«w Era For Mississippi Valley When 


JettiM Are Completed. 


In about one year and a half, hardly 


any sooner, Southwest pass, the widest 
of the three outlets of the Mississippi 
river into the gulf of Mexieo.'will be 
thrown open to the navigation of the 
World by reason of having attained 
Ihe necessary depth of water for the 
passage of the deepest draft ships, 
lays the Xew Orleans Times-Democrat. 
Work v.pon the jetties, by means of 
which div1 <.Lj::.:e! „. ;'..» r./c-r IT bMng 
deepened, Is neariug completion. There 
remains about 30,000 feet of coik-rete 
wall to be built. This will inquire 
about eight mouths more, possibly a 
little longer, and fifteen more mats to 
be sunk. When this is done and after 
the dredge boats shall have withdrawn 
their suction pipes a new era will 
dawn for the valley of the Mississippi, 
and another mile post will ba added to 
the progress in the development of 
New Orleans. 


Official notification will be given to 


the commerce of nations when ships 
will be allowed to make their way to 
New Orleans through the watery pas- 
sage on which the government has ai- 
ready expended $2,226,500. For the 
deepening of the pass congress recom- 
mended the appropriation of $0,000,000, 
the estimated cost. 


To the layman the idea of jetty, as a 


rule, conveys a hazy conception of 
something wliich is built out at the 
mouth of the river to deepen the chan- 
nel, but in the last analysis it is as 
simple as could be imagined. The jet- 
ties in Southwest pass consist of noth- 
ing more nor less than a long cement 
wall four miles In length projecting 
out of the shallow water at the mouth 
of the river. The wall, which is now 
being built, rests on a fpuudation 
which consists of mats made of wil- 
lows, on which rest several thicknesses 
of stones. On this foundation rests the 
wall. The mats and wall make the jet- 
ties. 


The jetties create a current which 


carries away with it far into the gulf 
or around to the sides the sediment or 
Soft sand which comes down in great 
quantities from that tremendous stretch 
of 4,800 miles, which is the actual 
length of the Mississippi river from 
Its source to its mouth. 


The suction dredge, by means of 


which the soft sand of the channel is 
being~sucked up and pumped into deep 
water, was first applied successfully 
by Q. A. Gilmore, United States corps 
of engineers. In 1888 and 1889 Colonel 
Ernest H. Ruffner applied it to the 
upper Mississippi with great success. 


To restrain this formation of land 


and the making of sand bars, which 
impede the ingress and egress of vas- 
sels, is the object of creating a cur 
rent through the jetties. Extending 
some four miles into the guir, they 
confine the waters of the river for that 
distance between their walls, and in 
the flow the sand Is swept far into the 
deep. Here it gradually disperses it- 
self over the bottom of the gulf. The 
current of the river acts as its own 
agent. 


TO HONOR MARTYRS. 


Contract For Prison Ship Monument 


to Revolutionary Heroes. 


Every patriotic American is interest 


ed in the monument to the prison ship 
martyrs to be erected in Fort Greene 
park, Brooklyn, the contract for which 
has just been awarded. The monu- 
ment will mark the burial site of the 
Revolutionary soldiers who died on 
the old British prison ship Jersey/ 


The memorial will be completed 


within two years. The design is by 
the late Stanford White, and it is said 
that it is about the last work he did. 
The monument will be 200 feet hi 
height and nine feet in diameter. It 
will be built of white Newport granite 
and will be supplied with an elevator. 
There will be bronze trimmings, and a 
bronze urn will ornament the top. 
There will be white granite approaches 
along a plaza reaching to Myrtle ave- 
nue. The approach will be 300 feet 
long and will have three sets of stairs 
100 feet wide. All of the approach is 
to be of solid white marble. 


The prison ship martyrs were sol- 


diers and sailors in the American army 
in the war of independence. 
After 


being taken prisoners they were sent 
on board the old hulk Jersey, anchored 
off the Wallabout basin, adjacent to 
Fort Greene. Most of the prisoners 
died from disease, lack of nourishment 
and exposure. Many of them were 
buried on shore close to the ship. 
Years ago some of their bones were re- 
moved from the present navy yard and 
buried with military honors in Fort 
Greene park. About ten or twelve 
years ago more skeletons were dug up, 
and these, too, were laid away with 
the others In Fort Greene. 


Millionaire's Wife Cooks.

AN EXPOSITION 


WITH A WARPATH 


WHAT THE JAMESTOWN FAIR MEANS AND WHY IT IS A 


MILEPOST IN AMERICAN HISTORY. 


Rich In Historical Association, the Enterprise Celebrates the 


Three Hundredth Year of the New World's Settlement, 


Why It Is Not a "Tomato Can" Exposition—None 


So Attractive In Outlying Features—Grand 


Naval and Military Displays.

I 


N these days the exposition, like the 


poor, we have always with us. It 
is scarcely as long between ex- 
positions in America as it is sup- 


posed to be between drinks in North 
and South Carolina. If all the exposi- 
tions were held in the same section of 
the country the public would become 
gorged and surfeited and after the first 
two or three would have -none of them 
But fortunately Uncle Sam's land is so 
vast that we may plant an industrial 
fair here this year, there next year and 
somewhere else the year following, and 
each is a new and interesting thing in 
its own time and territory. 


The Jamestown Tercentennial exposi- 


tion, for instance, is located in virariu 
territory. It is the first in its section 
ol the United States. The traditional 
500 mile radius from which an enter- 
prise of this sort draws its rhief sup- 
port has not been combed and currierl 
for patronage by other expositions. 
This Jamestown enterprise, opening 
April 2C, to run until the last day of 
November, does not double up oa any 
similar spectacle held heretofore. In 
its own territory it is new and fresh, 
and outside of this limitation it has 
its own excuse for being. It is the nat- 
ural outgrowth of historical and senti- 
mental necessity. 


Being the mother of invention, neces- 


sity, needs must invent an exposition 


•with particular reference to the mag- 
nificent seaway mentioned and all its 
opportunities for marine and naval at- 
tractions. The visitor may take a boat 
up the James river and see the remains 
of old Jamestown, chiefly an ancient 
brick church tower, two or three old 
cemeteries, the foundations of the first 
Virginia house of burgesses and a few 
other historic buildings. For the rest 
he will find a truck farm, with fields 
of peanuts flourishing and droves of 
shoats outside the fence longing to 
reach the peanuts. The site of the old 
town is now an island, though original- 
ly it was a peninsula. The water has 
cut through the neck of the peninsula 
and isolated the voneraWe remains of 
the earliest settlement of English 
speaking people on the continent that 
stayed put long enough to take root 
and ultimately develop into the great- 
est of the world's republics. 
Replete With Historical interest. 


This trip up the James, by the way, 


will be popular, as will various other 
water journeys in the neighborhood of 
the exposition. The Jamestown fair 
has a remarkable richness of historical 
association, ana that is one of its prin- 
cipal assets. You cannot touch a spot 
within a hundred miles of Norfolk 
without coming in contact with his- 
toric soil. 
Plenty of sections have 


their places of local historical interest. 


As to the exposition itself, the part 


that is embraced within a unique floral 
fence ou the land side and the shore 
of Hamp'ou Roads ou the other, there 
is much to admire. The very best 
thing about it perhaps is that it is not 
a "tomato cau" exposition. By the 
tomato can exposition is meant the 
enormous aggregation of canned fruits 
and other mercantile products, famil- 
iarly known as "exhibits," which have 
bordered miles and miles of aisles and 
aisles in previous fairs. The Jamestown 
affair is to be sufficiently industrial to 
represent properly the products of Vir- 
ginia and a number of other states, but 
the industrial feature is not made par- 
amount. 


Military, naval and social, these are 


the terms frequently employed to ex- 
press the paramount features of the 
Jamestown tercentennial. These terms 


I 


to celebrate'iho 'three "hundredth year 
of English civilization on this con- 
tinent. The Jamestown tercentennial 
thus came into being. Some few of 
history's mileposts call for decorative 
effects, so that the public attention 
may be focused upon them and re- 
flected back against the events which 
hare contributed to progress. 
The 


three hundredth year of the settlement 
of the new world by persons speaking 
the English tongue deserves to have its 
decorative milepost. That is what the 
Jamestown exposition means. 


A Town That Is No More, v 


School children no doubt know a 


great deal more about 
Jamestown 


than the average grownup. 
Most 


grownups read in the school books 
about Jamestown and John Smith and 
Pocahontas acd Powhatan, but in the 
stress and press of maturer life they 
have retained only faint recollections 
thereof. Perhaps this lack of remem- 
bering Is due in some measure to the 
fact that Jamestown itself is no more. 
It has not been a local habitation— 
merely a name—for more than 200 
years. 
There is no such town as 


Jamestown, Va. There was such a 
town from 1607 to about 1698, but in 
the latter year the remnants of the 
town were removed to Williamsburg, 
a few miles away, and in the language 
of one who is not a classicist, "only 
the remains remain." 


There are two reasons why the 


Jamestown exposition is not held at 
Jamestown. One is indicated by the 
foregoing remarks—there is no James- 
town. The other is that if the pro- 
jectors of this fair had planned the 
project on -the site of tbe defunct 
settlement of Jamestown their enter- 
prise would have suffered the fate of 
the parly colonist's, most of whom per- 
ished before they finally succeeded In 
< 


establishing a feeble colony, which , 
managed to last until a fitter site was I 
found. 


The Jamestown exposition is located i 


at the entrance of Hampton Roads, j 
nbout six miles from the city of N'or- 
foik. 
This location gives the enter- 


prise Its chief charm—a salt wntpr ad- 
junct which comprises the seven seat, 


Southeast Virginia ' is internationalIji 
historical. Hardly fifteen miles from 
the Jamestown site, even then a de- 
serted ruin, Lord Cornwallis surrender- 
ed to George Washington, and York- 
town ended the war for American in- 
dependence. During tbe civil War the 
contending armies fought over every 
mile of that territory. The land along 
the York and James rivers from the 
exposition site up to Richmond is 
strung with battlefields where were 
fought some of the fiercest conflicts of 
the war. The exposition people know 
a good thing when they see it lying 
around loose, and they have picked up 
this ''historic association" plum and 
polished it for its full enticement to 
the visitor. 


A Fine Sham Battle. 


Not only the land, but likewise the 


water, is historic. The battle between 
the Merrimac aud the Monitor was 
fought just off the exposition grounds. 
Uncle Sam has made a special appro- 
priation of $10.000 to reproduce that 
famous naval engagement. 
Dummy 


ships corresponding in aspect to the 
Yankee cheese box. with its revolving 
turret, and to the ironclad Merrimac. 
or Virginia, as she was called by the 
Confederates, are to be constructed. 
The sham battle promises to supply a 
spectacle •which will put all other pyro- 
technic displays into a dense shade. 
Right across the way is Fortress Mon- 
roe, 
where Jefferson Davis M-as im- 


prisoned after the war. 
Rising from 


the waters Of the Roads is the famous 
Rip-Raps fort, originally named after 
John ('. Oalhoim. X^t far awav- is the 
Norfolk navy yaid, ftill another ''pick 
up" as an attraction for the exposition 
visitor. 


In fact, both land aii'l water all in 


and around the ground1* of the exposi- 
tion simply seoth" w ;th history, and 
the sort of history which we read 
nbout in books.

The 
purpose of the exposition, however, is 
not to glorify war, but to put on dis- 
play, so far as the military side of it 
goes, the necessary trappings of war, 
both ashore and afloat. Undoubtedly 
the projectors of the fair have paid" 
more attention to these features than 
to any others and with excellent rea- 
son. They are the sort of things which 
the average man and woman HKG 1.0 
see. 


Commissioners were sent to Europe 


aud the orient, working up iutcrcst in 
the naval and military participation. 
The result is that most of the great 
nations of the world will be fitly repre- 
sented in these lines. A dozen, of the 
nations have ordered sections of their 
navies to be present, while many will 
send bodies of picked troops to en- 
camp on the gsounds. Thus the visitor 
mny witness from day to day the ma- 


i neuvers of smart vessels belonging to 


the na-i ics of many nations, and he 
may see foreign troops in camp and 
on parade. Such an assembly of war 
vessels and fighting men never was 
attempted before. 
As the exposition 


progresses it will be discovered that 
this feature is paramount. 


State Hospitality a Feature. 
Socially the Jamestown tercentennial 


must appeal to most of us. Virginia 
hospitality is noted. Moreover, It is 
not a mere name. If any one of the 
participating states fails to profit by 
the spirit of Virginian hospitality 
which pervades the atmosphere it will 
be a sad thing for the future reputa- 
ticu of the offending state. Built along 
the shore of Hampton Roads, the group 
of houses from which state hospitality 
will be dispensed presents a very pret- 
ty picture. The corn aud cotton aud 
spinach aud tomatoes from the vari- 
ous commonwealths, not to forget the 
big red apple and the blushful peach, 
are accommodated In one big struc- 
ture, called tbe States Exhibit palace, 
thus leaving the individual state build- 
ings free for entertainment purposes. 
Many of these buildings are reproduc- 
tions of historic structures. Georgia, 
for instance, has Builoch Hall, the 
home of President Roosevelt's mother. 
Massachusetts has her famous old 
stutchouse. The visitor who cares to 
find outside entertainment may reach 
any of the noted summer resorts along 
the ocean shore and on the roads by a 
short sail or a trolley trip. Old Point 
Comfort is just across the way, with 
Newport News, Virginia Beach and 
other watering places in easy range. 


One of the prettiest sections of the 


exposition is devoted to the arts and 
crafts. 
There is an Arts and Crafts 


village, a group of cozy buildings like 
an enticing bit of southern California 
set down on the eastern coast. 


Then there is the War Path. Every 


fair must have its amusement street. 
The public cries for it. At Chicago 
we did the Midway. At St. Louis we 
went down the Pike. At Portland we 
hit the Trail. At Jamestown we will 
go on the War Path. 


The War Path. 


This very fitting name was bestowed 


by a man who himself had gone oil the 
warpath in two wars with high credit 
to himself and his cause. General Fitz- 
I-Iugh Lee, who was the first president 
of the exposition, named the War Path. 
General Lee worked enthusiastically 
for the success of the Jamestown ter- 
centennial, dying in harness. Then the 
Hon. 
H. St. George Tucker, former 


congressman, another noted Virginian, 
was chosen president and took up the 
work which the old soldier laid dowu. 


The United Ftates government, as at 


former expositions, is a hearty par- 
ticipant at Jamestown. In addition to 
its general display, the government 
has contributed to the success of the 
enterprise by constructing a great pier 
or, rathrr, two great piers joined at 
the outer end, far out into the waters 
of Hampton Roads. 
The portion of 


salt water embraced within the piers 
corresponds to the lagoon of other 
fairs, but it is obviously more interest- 
ing. It will afford opportunity for all 
kinds of minor aquatic contents, while 
beyond the piers the great ships will 
maneuver, and there will be y.'uht 
races, motor boat competitions and no 
end of thrills.
